MONTANA  CONSUMPTION 

Based  on  figures  from  the  provisional  estimate  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau,  the  total 
population  of  Montana  for  the  year  is  989,415.  The  cost  to  consumers  for  the  Milk 
Control  Program  (based  on  fluid  consuption  only)  per  quart  was  $0.0016. 

Converting  all  milk  products  used  by  consumers  to  milk  equivalents  (including  cottage 
cheese,  ice  cream,  hard  cheese,  and  butter)  the  cost  of  the  program  to  the  consumer 
was  $0.0014  per  quart. 

The  above  calculations  are  based  on  a  total  expenditure  by  this  agency  for  the  calendar 
year  2010  of  $223,172. 

Per  capita  consumption  of  fluid  milk  in  Montana  using  the  above  population  figures 
was  296.07  pounds  or  137.39  quarts. 

Per  capita  consumption  of  all  milk  products  was  351 .75  pounds.
